ITALY FOLLOWS THE

BEING MADE TO WIPE 
OUT WHOOPING COUGH 


Dr. R. II. Grube, city health officer, I 
will co-operate in a state wide ef­ 
fort to lessen the ravages of whooping: 
cough, one of the most dreaded of 
children’s diseases. 
In accordance with the new plan of 
tim state department of health, an ab­ 
solute quarantine must be established 
v here cases of whooping cough exist. 
Special cards printed for such cases 
are now in the hands of the local 
health officer, but fortunately it has 
not yet,been necessary to- use any in 
Xenia, not a case of the malady hav­ 
ing developed this season. 
These placards, which are to be 
placed on doors of homes where there 
are cases of whooping cough, warn all 
persons who have never had the mal­ 
ady to remain out of the house. The 
patient must he kept in one room, 
alone, with the exception of an atten­ 
dant or nurse, and when it is neces­ 
sary for the patient to go out to take 
an airing, he will wear a special arm 
band which will show in letters large 
enough to he conspicuous that he is a 
a victim of whooping cough. 
Whooping cough is net only one of 
the most contagious of children’s dis­ 
eases, but one of the most fatal, as it 
so weakens the patient that he is an 
easy prey to pneumonia or other ail­ 
ments. 
‘It also frequently leaves a 
permanent weakness in the victim.
